Columbia, Mo., Sept. 23.—A bulletin 
on the fall pasturing of lambs, just 
issued by the Missouri agricultural ex­ 
periment station, says: 
“Fattening lambs on fall pasture, in 
tile corn field or on forage that would 
go to waste, is profitable because of 
the? low' cost of the feed. 
“The class of lambs used are thin 
western feeding lambs which weigh 
from 55 to 58 pounds. 
These lambs 
can be purchased in single or double 
decked carloads at Kansas City, St. 
Joseph, East St. Louis, Chicago and 
Omaha. 
“With a medium grow'th of cowpeas 
or soybeans in the corn field, five to 
six lambs can be pastured to an acre 
throughout the fall season. The lambs 
do not injure the corn crop. Soybeans 
and cowpeas should be pastured off 
before the hard frosts, because the 
frost will cause the leaves to drop 
and the lambs do not like the hard 
woody stems . The average gain in a 
month is about five pounds a head. 
Fall rye, blue grass, rape, clover and 
meadows withstand hard frosts better 
than soybeans or cowpeas. 
“Lambs coming 
from 
the 
range 
country are not accustomed 
to 
the 
rich succulent feed found in most pas­ 
tures at this season, hence it is ad­ 
visable, when the lambs arrive at the 
farm to put them on short blue grass 
or timothy pasture in which an abun­ 
dance of clear w'ater is available. Aft­ 
er being on this pasture a few' days 
the lambs can be put iu the cornfield 
or other pastures. 
“Feeder lambs are scarce this year 
and the prices arc averaging higher 
than for a number of years past.”

—Six persons 
were reported by the police to have 
been killed and between eighty-five 
and one hundred others injured today 
when a dynamite explosion in the ex­ 
cavation of the new Seventh avenue 
subway occurred. 
The accident took place shortly be­ 
fore S o’clock, ana more than naif the 
iniured were women and children on 
their way to work. 
A car dropped 
into the subway excavation. Although 
the car remained upright, it was part­ 
ly buried under an avalanche of con­ 
crete, timbers and earth, and many 
of the passengers were crushed. 
Persons in a large office building 
nearby said there was a great roar as 
portions of the pavement and side­ 
walk sank. 
This was 
followed 
by 
cries from persons thrown into the 
cave-in. 
The cavein broke waiter and gas 
mains, causing a flow of water and 
gas to threaten the lives of those in 
the excavation. 
Prompt work on the part of city 
employes put an end to this danger. 
Fire ladders and hose w'as lowered 
into the hole and firemen W’ere busy 
carrying out the dead and injured. 
Other workers celared away rails 
'intl debris, and within an hour more 
than fifty 
persons 
w'ere 
removed. 
Two of these died on the way to hos- 
oitals, and another woman w'as re- 
oorted dying on the way to a hospital. 
Police and firemen later reported 
baking five dead from 
the 
cavein. 
Rescuers found sticks of dynamite 
scattered about the excavation, and 
i foreman 
for the United 
States 
Realty and Improvement 
company, 
contractors, said much blasting had 
been done during the early morning. 
Fire Commissioner Adamson found 
Frank Midnight, a blaster, wrho ex­ 
ploded with electricity the charge that 
caused the .cavein. Midnight said he 
Taw the effect of the blast and saw a 
large rock hurled against the wooden 
underpinning, which helped support 
he street and car tracks. This caus­ 
al the overhead supports to give way, 
md when the trolley car passed it was 
precipitated into the excavation un­ 
derneath.

broom shop maintained at 3741 Cass 
avenue, St. Louis, said Commissioner 
Joint T. Fitzpatrick. 
The object of 
this manufacturing 
establishment is 
to give paying employment 
to blind 
men so that they w ill not have to de­ 
pend upon charity for their existence. 
The 1914 report of the Missouri As­ 
soc iation for the Blin d ’s 
St. 
Louis 
broom factory shows that the capital 
invested was 
a 
little 
over $1,000, 
$300 being in m achinery, 
tools 
and 
fixtures, $800 in raw and finished ma­ 
terial on hand and $208 cash on de­ 
posit. 
Receipts during 
1914 
from broom 
manufacture amounted to $8,387. and 
the expenditure 
In 
wages 
to blind 
workers amounted 
to 
$6,013. 
The 
shop operated 298 days, and in 
that 
time 2.fill dozen brooms 
and mops 
were made by the blind emplooyes. 
The foreman, 
a 
blind man, drew 
$63 per month for his services and a 
boy helper $3 per week. 
Five broom 
makers averaged $1.93 per day each 
and four others 
average 
d$2.69 lier 
day. 
Basket makers, who devoted only a 
part of their time to 
that industry, 
were paid by the piece and none re 
reived less than $1.50 for a full work­ 
ing day. There was paid for rent dur­ 
ing 1914 $4 48. 
There were no acci­ 
dents of any 
character 
during 
the 
course of the year. 
The Missouri School for the Blind 
D o voting

' ’ho worst feature 
of 
all is that 
mao;- blind men lose their sight after 
tile school age, 
and 
the association 
endeavors to

for 
them that w ill fit their abilities. But 
even those who have learned a trade 
and are most eager to pursue 
it are 
unable to do so without special inter­ 
est bestowed by friends and charita 
bly inclined citizens. The association 
is simply’ the interested and common 
friend of every blind man. 
Broom making is a standard indus 
try for the blind, for the reason that 
a blind man can well perform almost 
every process in the manufacture of 
brooms, and also because brooms are 
staple products, always in demand. 
The shop of 
the 
Missouri Assoca- 
tion for the Blind was opened in De­ 
cember, 1912. It started-with employ­ 
ing only a small number of men, but 
other workers are being added as the 
demand for the products of the shop 
increase. Considering the cause, 
it 
ought to have the hearty support of 
every citizen of Missouri; and instead 
of furnishing employment to twelve 
or fifteen blind men, as is the case at 
this writing, the 
demand 
for these 
products ought to be so great that Hie 
working force could be increased lo 
200 or 300. 
It is not entirely’ a charitable insti­ 
tution, for the reason that the blind 
wrokers are able to make their shop 
earn about 70 per cent of 
the total 
cost of doing business. 
The brooms 
made are excellent, as the best ma­ 
terials are used. 
The brooms being 
hand-made, they wear well. A power­ 
ful hull is used to remove the seed 
from the com. The shop products are 
sold at the market prices, so that no 
injustice may 
be 
done selling con­ 
cerns in the same business. 
Sim ilar workshops ought to exist in 
every community 
which 
has blind 
men and women who have to depend 
upon 
their 
earnings 
for 
a 
living. 
There is plenty’ 
of 
room 
for such 
worthy manufacturing institutions in 
all cities with 
populations 
of 5.0O9 
and over. In I act, patronage extended 
to blind workers in any industry or 
calling, such 
as vending newspapers 
and magazines, piano tuning, 
recaning, 
canvassing 
and 
small articles from 
house 
to house, 
music or the like, is practical and is 
an up to date form of philanthropy.

leguminous 
plant is one that 
beats its seed in a pod or legume. 
Cowrpeas, velvet beans, alfalfa, peas, 
clover and vetches are examples of 
leguminous 
crops. 
The 
principal 
plant 
food 
that 
is lacking in most 
soils is nitrogen and these leguminous 
plants have the power of taking the 
free nitrogen from the air and making 
it available for plant use . Ln the little 
warts called tubercles, situated upon 
the roots of legumes, 
are 
bacteria 
that feed upon the nitrogen that is 
in the soil air. 
The nitrogen com­ 
pound made by these 
bacteria 
are 
then absorbed 
by 
the 
leguminous 
plants. 
If these plants are plowed 
under in the field, the soil is enriched 
w’ith the nitrogen that 
they 
have 
gathered while the plants themselves 
are 
of 
great food value. 
Nitrogen 
gathering plants 
have 
exceedingly 
long roots which tend to deepen the 
soil through their deep growing hab­ 
it. 
If the soil does not need nitrogen 
but does need humus, any non-nitro- 
genous crop may be plow’ed under. 
“ Of all the leguminous crops red 
clover is the best for northern con­ 
ditions . Its deep root system with­ 
stands dry spells, loosens the soil and 
helps to bring plant food to the sill* 
face . Cowpeas in the south take the 
place of the red clover of the north. 
They grow* anywhere and easily flour­ 
ish until the frost kills them. 
The 
roots are always as deep as those of 
red clover and the plants thrive, on 
poor soil if not 
too 
w*et. 
Crimson 
clover is the third legume of import­ 
ance. 
The value of crimson clover 
lies in its ability to grow late and to 
make good winter pasturage. 
“ Alfalfa is the best soil improving 
crop grow’n in arid lands and its cul­ 
ture is being rapidly 
extended 
to 
other areas . It is poor farm practice 
to always plow under crops that are 
worth harvesting.

St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 22.—Rev. David 
S. Phelan, editor 
of 
the 
Western 
Watchman and pastor of the Church 
of 
Our 
Lady of Mount Carmel, 74 
years old, died at St. John's hospital 
at 4 o’clock last afternoon. 
He had 
been ill for two months with kidney, 
trouble, but was not taken to the hos­ 
pital until two weeks ago. 
With him at the time of his death I 
was Rev. Father Ryan, his sister, Mrs. 
MacDonald, and other relatives. 
It was as an editor that he won his 
greatest fame, and 
his 
paper, 
the 
Western Watchman, is read even in 
Rome . Among its readers is the sec­ 
retary of state to the pope. 
Father Phelan came 
to 
Missouri 
w ith his parents in childhood and, as 
was the custom, they owned slaves. 
Shortly before the outbreak of the 
civil war his father died and Father 
Phelan inherited four slaves, whom 
he freed before entering the priest­ 
hood. 
In addition to being a priest and a 
a writer Father Phelan was versed in 
law . Although not admitted to the 
bar he tried to act as counsel for an 
18-year-old wife whose husband had 
filed suit for divorce in Judge D. C. 
Taylor’s division of the circuit court 
in 1912. 
Judge Taylor ruled that Fa­ 
ther Phelan could 
not 
appear 
as 
counsel. 
Father Phelan never hesitated 
to 
criticise his ecclesiastical superiors. 
He 
engaged 
in a controversy with 
Bishop Schrembs, 
of 
Toledo, 
more 
than a year ago, partly over theolog­ 
ical matters and partly over expres­ 
sions in the Watchman 
which 
an­ 
noyed German Catholics. 
While the controversy was at its 
height, Father Phelan w’as rebuked by 
Papal Delegate Bonzano. The rebuke 
was sent to Archbishop Glennon, with 
Instructions to read it to Father Phe­ 
lan and to order Father Phelan to 
print the letter without comment in 
his paper. 
Father Phelan did as di­ 
rected regarding the 
publication 
of 
tile letter. 
Recently Father Phelan comment­ 
ed on the death of Archbishop Quig­ 
ley, of Chicago, saying that the arch­ 
bishop left his estate valued at $70,- 
000 to his family. The comment also 
said that was only a small part cf the 
archbishop’s annual income. 
When asked by Archbishop Glen­ 
non to make a correction Father Phe­ 
lan printed the 
archbishop’s 
letter, 
but defended his position, maintaining 
that Archbishop Q uigley had an an­ 
nual income of $350,000. 
Father Phelan rarely w*as ill, and 
this was his first serious sickness, lie 
refused to believe himself ill and con­ 
tinued to preach until forced to give 
up his work in August . When taken 
to St. John’s hospital September 2 he 
continued to write 
editorial 
matter 
for the Western Watchman, dictating 
from his bed. 
Two years ago Father Phelan gave 
directions for his funeral.

The question has often been asked, 


“Has vaccination a deleterious effect 
on breeding stock?” 
Some statistics, 
which were obtained at the govern­ 


ment station in Iowa', might be given 


in answer to this question. 


The treating of brood sow’s, by the 
simultaneous method, does not appear 
to interfere with their breeding quali­ 
ties; if anything, the 
results 
show 
slightly in favor of vaccination. 
In 1914 there were 1,746 sows treat­ 
ed, and of this number 98 proved to 
be sterile, or 5.6 per cent. Tile treat­ 
ed sow’s produced an average bf 6.§lsll* 
pigs per litter . By comparison it was 
found that in the case of 1,103 sows 
treated the average number of pigs 
per litter was .87, while there was 6.7 
per cent sterility. 
Statistics have also been collected 
for 
the 
year of 1915. 
Among the 
1,217 sows treated there was 3.1 per 
:ent of sterility, while 
the 
average 
litter farrowed by the treated sows 
was 6.7. 
, 
On the other hand, of the 738 un­ 
treated sows from which 
data 
was 
collected the per cent of sterility was 
39, while the average number of pigs 
per litter was 6.3. 
In all a record of 
1,804 sows was kept, and of this num­ 
ber 
the 
treated 
sows 
raised 
the 
largest litters, saved more pigs, and 
had the smallest per cent of sterility. 
It is not claimed that vaccination 
is intended to increase the number of 
pigs per litter aor to lessen the per­ 
centage of sterility, although s^atis- 
jtics^thoroughly indicate that vaccina­ 
tion produces no impairment of the 
functions. 
In the treatment of pregnant sows 
extreme care should be used. 
Injuri­ 
ous results are sometimes apt to fol­ 
low’ the excitement and struggle in­ 
cident to the treatment, and the care 
following treatment. 
As 
the 
result 
3ome sow’s abort, while 
others 
go 
through the gestation period, but pro­ 
duce 
weak 
or immature pigs. 
Be­ 
cause of this it is not advisable to 
iceat the heavy pregnant sows, ex­ 
cept when cholera is present in the 
herd. 
When this condition exists it 
is better to treat the sows, regardless 
of their condition, and suffer some 
loss of pigs if need be, for without 
treatment there would not only be 
the loss of the pigs, but the sows as 
well. 
In the treatment of pregnant sows 
care should be taken not to excite 
or cause them to struggle more than 
necessary. A good method to handle 
sows is to use a rope in the mouth, 
snubbing them to a post, and give 
the 
treatment 
while in a standing 
position.

Greek, or those who, when they have 
been unable to fluke a single specu­ 
lative success, 
entrench 
themselves 
the next day behind a comparison of 
the operations in Poland 
and 
the 
methods of employment in Beluehis- 
tan a hundred years ago.” 
The writer comparing the views of 
two of the best known military critics 
finds that one of them on July 27 said 
of the Vistula fortresses: “The for­ 
tresses of the Vistula are not of su­ 
preme account;” while the second on 
August 7 declared. “The Vistula is the 
most formidable military obstacle in 
Europe.” 
One expert is contradicted of con­ 
tradicting himself in this manner. On 
July 8 he wrote: 
“We know" that Archangel has been 
open for many weeks and that arms 
and munitions are pouring in.” 
Just twelve days later his opinion 
had veered to this: 
“As Russian munitions are notori­ 
ously in default, the situation is most 
uncertain.” 
The fall of Warsaw wrecked the 
reputation of many critics. One who, 
just 24 hours before tile taking of 
Warsaw, had declared that, thanks to 
important information just, reaching 
him, he could 
state 
authoritatively 
that the Polish'capital would not be 
abandoned, said in his next article; 
“It is, of course, cruel, hut it is in­ 
evitable.”

fore Warsaw’s fall he interpreted the 
German advance on Warsaw as a

Sonic critics, the Chronicle finds, 
invariably turn the geographical posi­ 
tion and the weather to the advantage 
of the allies, forgetting ihat cold rains 
and swamp\ roads are likely to hinder 
one side as much as the other.

One should bo 
very careful 
before tho particular 
breed is chosen. 
To use a Holstein 
sire one year in order to obtain a 
large flow of milk, a Guernsey sire an­ 
other year to secure richness of milk, 
and a Shorthorn sire the next time, 
is the wrong principle to employ in 
the breeding and raising of good cows. 
Undoubtedly some good cows will 
be obtained in the herd from such 
methods of procedure, but there will 
be no uniformity of size, form, appear­ 
ance and production, and the owner 
has no assurance of what he is going 
to get in the future. 
It is a case of 
too many in the mixture, and it is 
guesswork as to which one will come 
to the top. 
First, select the breed with great 
care, then stick to it. 
If a mistake is 
made the first time lr obtaining poor 
specimens and poor producers, then 
rectify the mistake as soon as possible 
by selecting the right kind of a sire 
belonging to the same breed to head 
the herd, or by selling the animals
